Pennsr Trains From New

Philadelphia, Jan. 28.—The big- 


best snowstorm, of the winter caused 
a tieup of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
said by official of the company to be 
the worst from any cause in years. 
Trains are stalled all along the line 
and outbound service from Philadel- 
phia has practically been annulled 


Reports reached headquarters here 


that six of the Pennsylvania's fast. 
through-trains were stalled in the 
mountains. 
Four are indefinitely 


held up «,t Altoona. 
Passengers on 


these trains were taken to Altoona 
hotels. 
Another train is stalled near Gal- 


litzen, in the Alleghemes, and one 
near Cresson, west of Altoona. 


Early in the day Pennsylvania of- 


ficials decided to take no chances, 
and several trains both ways between 
New York and Philadelphia were 
cancelled. Frozen switches and low- 
banging steam and smoke made traf- 
fic conditions bad and signals could 
not be observed 
At noon the of- 


ficials announced that all passenger 
service from New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington to the 
west was suspended until further no- 
tice. 
This action was taken after 


word had been received that trains 
sent westward were held up. 
The tieup of the entire system, 


officials said, was brought about 
mainly by the conditions in Philadel- 
phia and through the state. It was 
impossible to operate out of the big 
terminus at Broad street station here 
as the company found it impossible 
to obtain _a^ sufficient^ jnumber of 
workmen to relieve frozen switches. 


The big snowstorm, fthe third in 


three days, prevails throughout the 
Pennsylvania 
coal 
region. 
Near- 


zero temiperature is reparted in var- 
ious sections and this condition nec- 
essarily slows down the mining and 
shipment of coal 
At 8 a. m. today, 4 1-2 inches of 


snow had fallen in this city since 
midnight, and the temperature %vas

Troops With Machine Guns 


Sent to Quell Them—

Count Czernin's speech on Aus- 


trian war aims and the statement

Columbus, Jan. 28.—In the pres- 


ence of 300 passengers waiting 
for 


trains, Itichard Davis, aged 28. col- 
ored, shot and killed his wife. Emma 
Boyd Davis, aged 22, at 7:13 p. m. 
last night in the waiting room of the 
Union Station and made his escape.

home, near Maple and Laidlcnv streets 
Mrs. Davis had purchased 
a 
ticket 


for Chattanooga. Tcnn., her former 
home, and taken a seat in the wait- 
ing room. 
Her husband followed her 


to the station, enteied the smoking 
room and loaded a revolver. 


As he approached his wife in the 


main waiting room, with revolver in 
hand, she rose and screamed. Daus 
opened fire as she started for the 
door. Five shots, all effective, enter- 
ed the woman's back and, staggering 
to the door, she fell lifeless. 


Many passengers threw themselves 


to the floor to escape the range of 
bullets. The station was crowded. 


With the smoking revolver in his 


hand, Davis fled through the waiting 
room, knocking down George Huff- 
man, ISO 1-2 South Second street. 


Davis jumped over a high wall in- 


to the freight yards and alighted on 
the top of a moving freight 
train. 


The train stopped east of the station. 
but the negro continued his 
fiisrht 


and escaped. He was chased for a 
mile through the yards by AVilliam 
Weatherall, assistant 
piovost ser- 


geant at Columbus barracks. A hun- 
dred others joined the pursuit. 


Murray Connolly of this city was 


in the station at the time of the 
shooting. He was asleep and on be- 
ing aroused by the shots leaped to 
his feet but the station seemed de- 
serted with the exception of the ne- 
gro -with the revolver, who made his 
exit. Then people began arising from 
the floor, and from behind radiators 
and benches.

The card carrying an ex- 


planation of the weekly plan will go 
into effect today when the bakers 
begin to manufacture the "victory 
loaf." a war-bread containing a 5 per 
cent substitute for wheat flour. 


Bakers are to increase the substi- 


tute for wheat flour until a 20 per 
cent substitution is reached Febru- 
ary 24. 
At the same time grocers 


will sell householder* wheat flour 
only when the purchaser buys an 
equal amount of sonic other cereal. 
The food administration card asks 
"every loyal American to help win 
the war" by maintaining rigidly as a 
minimum of saving the following 
program: 


Have two wheatless days—Monday 


and Wednesday—every week and one 
wheatless meal in every day. 


"Explanation—On wheatless day 


and in wheatless meals of others use 
no crackers, pastry, macaroni, break- 
fast food or other cereal food contain- 
ing wheat, and use no wheat flour In 
any form except the small amount 
that may be needed for thickening 
soups or gravies or for a binder in 
cornbread and other cereal breads. 
AS to bread, if you bake it at home, 
use other cereals than wheat, and if 
you buy it, buy only war-bread. Our 
object is that we should buy and con- 
sume one-third less wheat products 
than we did last year. 


"Have one meatless day—Tuesdav 


—in every week, and one meatless 
meal in every day. Have two pork- 
less days—Tuesday and Saturday— 
in every week.

increase in the consumption 
of sugar as food in this coun- 
try, the nation-wide move- 
ment to save the fruit crop 
last season greatly increased 
its use.

the other day. 


"Jt is our stern duty to feed the al- 


lies, to maintain their health and 
strength at any cost to ourselves," 
Mr. Hoover declared. "There has not 
been, nor will be as we see it, enough 
sugar for even their present meagre 
and depressing ration unless they send 
ships to remote markets for it. If we 
in our greed and gluttony force them 
cither to further reduce their ration 
or to send these ships we will have 
done damage to our abilities to win 
this war. 


"If we send the ships to Java 


for 250.0CO tons of sugar next year 
we will have necessitated the em- 
ployment of eleven extra ships for 
one year. These ships—if used in 
transporting troops—would take 
150,000 to 200,000 men to France." 


Reason for World Shortage. 


As Mr. Hoover pointed out, the 


United States, Canada and England 
were sugar importing countries before 
the war, while France and Italy were 
very nearly self supporting. The main 


j sources of the world's sugar supply 
i was Germany and neighboring powers, 
j the West Indies and the East Indies. 


German sugar is no longer available, 


r.s it Is used entirely in Germany, 
which also absorbs sugar of surround- 
ing: countries. 


England can no longer buy 1,400,000 


long tons of sugar each year from 
Germany. The French sugar produc- 
!iou 
has dropped from 750,000 to 210,- 


000 tons. The Italian production has 
fallen from 210,000 tons to 75,000 tons.

Buv Licking Count* flour. 


Fd. Advocate- — Your Chamber of 


Commerce has been very active in 
urging Licking county people to buv 
at home 
In fact one of your lead- 


ing rrerchants informed the writer 
that the C of C. activity in pro- 
moting the Merchants and Farmers 
picnic and the Licking countv fair 
was largely for the purpose of bring?. 
ing people to Newark to 
patronize 


your merchants. 
But 
what 
have 


you people in the city been doing in 
regard to Licking county products' 
Quite recently the writer saw a car 
load of Minnesota made flour being 
unloaded for use in Newark and was 
told that one load cost over $5,000. 
The proprietor of one of the largest 
bakeries in the city 
informed the 


writer that he used 
north-western 


flour exclusively, and our informa- 
tion is that nearly 
all the 
other 


bakeries do the same, so that practi- 
cally all the bread made in Newark 
is made from wheat grown in Min- 
nesota or the Dakotas. Of course 
quite a lot of Licking county flour is 
used by those who do their own bak- 
ing, but this is probably offset by 
the factory bread shipped to the sur- 
rounding towns. 
The average annual consumption 


of flour in this country is about 1 J4 
bbl or nearly 6 bu. of wheat, 
per 


capita. According to the latest fig- 
ures, it would require about 40,000 
barrels to supply Newark 
for one 
year, which at the present wholesale 
price would cost around $500,000. 
Just think of it! That is more than 
the farmers of Licking county would 
send to the mailorder houses in ten 
years. 
Whv is this flour shipped 
into 


Newark? 
Not because of a lack of 


wheat in Licking county 
Accord- 


ing to the state report Licking coun- 
ty produced enough wheat last year 
to furnish every man. woman 
and 


child, six bushels, a year's- supply. 
enough for seed tor the 1918 crop. 
and then have nearly 40.000 bushels 
to send to Europe. 
Why use foreign flour; because it 


is better? The authorities at Wash- 
ington tell us thz?t flour made from 
•winter wheat such as 5s grown 
in 


Licking, is just as nutritious and di- 
gestible a<; that produced from spring 
wheat. 
Why use forcicn flour, be- 


cause it is cheaper?

sells at from $1 to $4
